More phony 
money found 

More counterfeit currency 
was detected here last week. Ac- 
cording to a spokesman, the 
phony money — two more bo- 
gus $50 bills, a $20 bill and a $5 
bill — were caught by Commer- 
cial Bank employees. 

The $50 ’s were similar to oth- 
ers detected the previous week 
and were made by bleaching and 
“doctoring” $5 bills. The smaller 
denomination fakes appeared to 
have been fashioned by copying 
real currency on a color copier. 

Bank spokesman Howard 
Elam said that since the fake 
$50’ s are fashioned from real $5 
bills they cannot be detected ex- 
cept by the position of the iden- 
tification strip embedded in the 
paper. Looking at the face of a 
$50 bill, the embedded identifi- 
cation strip is located near the 
center of the bill just to the right 
of President Grant’s face and can 
be detected by holding the bill to 
the light. 

The identification strip on a $5 
bill is located on the left of Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s face under the 
Seal of the United States.

Mayor Bob Nickell and Police 
Chief Kelse Hensley attended the 
U.S. Marine Corps Educator 
Workshop Jan. 15-18 in Parris Is- 
land, S.C., during boot camp for 
approximately 20,000 Marine re- 
cruits from across the country. 

Nickell, a former Marine, and 
Hensley, who worked with police 
officers in Iraq in 2005, traveled 
to Parris Island with recruits from 
the Marine Corps recruiting sta- 
tion in Louisville to promote mili- 
tary enlistment. 

Nickell participated in several 
instructional courses including 
Marine Corps history, occupa- 
tional opportunities, training 
techniques, physical training and 
conditioning instruction, drill and 
ceremonies, weapons safety and 
marksmanship techniques and 



basic warrior training/crucible. 

“The military has changed 
some since I served during the 
Vietnam War,” Nickell said. “The 
physical aspect of it is much the 
same, however. Training is very 
tough, and it is extremely impor- 
tant to get recruits into shape to 
serve our country.” 

Hensley said he enjoyed meet- 
ing with several recruits while at 
Parris Island. 

“The Marines are an excep- 
tional group of people,” Hensley 
said. “They exemplify the same 
determination and character I 
seek when recruiting police offic- 
ers. I think is very important to 
raise awareness about Marine 
Corps enlistment programs.” 
Nickell regards his military 
service as a pivotal and life- 
changing experience. 



“There are two events that in- 
fluenced me more than anything 
in my lifetime,” Nickell said. 
“One was attending college at 
Transylvania University. The 
other was definitely my time with 
the U.S. Marine Corps.” 

Nickell served in the U.S. 
Marine Corps 1967-1976, and 
ascended to the rank of captain. 
During his tour of duty, he pre- 
sided over 14 drill instructors and 
trained approximately 500 re- 
cruits to become Marines. 

Hensley originally traveled to 
Iraq with the State Department to 
prepare Iraqi police officers for 
service, and later became in- 
volved in the department’s officer 
recruitment program. He has 
served as West Liberty’s police 
chief since 2005.

Ky. teen’s death 
brings civil suit 
against local co. 

LALMOUTH, Ky. — A 
school bus wreck in Pendleton 
County that claimed the life of a 
16-year-old Pendleton County 
student has resulted in a lawsuit 
being filed by the boy’s parents 
against XXL Trucking Company 
of West Liberty and the driver of 
the truck that police said struck 
the bus, causing it to go off the 
road. 

Police said the accident oc- 
curred about 7:00 a.m. Thursday, 
May 1 , when a dump truck driven 
by Lrancisco Yulfo of Morgan 
County crossed the center line 
and sides wiped the bus, causing 
it to run off the road. 

Killed was Daniel Wood, a 
sophomore. No one else was se- 
riously injured. 

Wood’s parents filed the civil 
lawsuit the following day in 
Pendleton Circuit Court, claim- 
ing Yulfo, who was hauling rock 
from a nearby quarry, was negli- 
gent. 

The family’s attorney, Phil 
Taliaferro, said the family filed 
the suit to protect all the records, 
including the driver’s training 
record, the truck’s maintenance 
history and safety record, and all 
cell phone records. The suit lists 
Danny Ray Lannin of West Lib- 
erty as the trucking company’s 
owner. 

A court hearing was scheduled 
yesterday (May 7) in Pendleton 
Circuit Court. 

According to Pendleton 
County Sheriff Craig Peoples, 
Yudolfo had been driving for the 
trucking company for two weeks 
and had prior driving experience. 
Officials said the load did not 
exceed legal limits. No criminal 
charges have been filed.

A crowd of approximately 150 was on hand at the MSU Regional Enterprise Center last Thursday 
for the official announcement that BAT Medical Network, a groundbreaking electronic medical records 
firm, will establish itself in Morgan County. 



BAT Network launches in West Liberty . . .

excited about this opportunity to 
help improve the quality of life 
for the next generation.” 

BAT Medical Network CEO 
Mike Bryant, a Breathitt County 
software writer, said the com- 
pany will offer a variety of per- 
sonalized services through revo- 
lutionary electronic cards and ul- 
tra-modern Tek Panel computer 
screens built by Hy-Tek Manu- 
facturing Company in Sugar 
Grove, 111. 

“Cardholders can access 
many different screen services by 
swiping their cards,” Bryant said. 
“Patients can take virtual tours of 
hospitals, learn about local res- 
taurants and shops, surf the 
Internet or simply watch televi- 
sion. They can also carry their 
personal medical histories on the 
cards, as well as view test results 
and educational videos about 
specific health conditions.” 

Bryant noted that sensitive in- 
formation such as medical 
records will be protected by digi- 
tal thumbprint technology uti- 
lized by the United States mili- 
tary and banking industry. 

“We are working to create an 
extremely secure environment,” 
Bryant said. “The patients will 
‘own’ their data and use their 
unique thumbprints to control 
who sees what and when. If a 
patient does not want certain in- 
formation to appear on the 
screen, all he or she has to do is 
to choose not to display it.” 

(All information contained on 
the electronic card can be re- 
trieved manually in the event of 
a system failure. Anyone inter- 
ested in obtaining a card may 
sign up for free when the tech- 
nology becomes available to the 
public.) 



The computer screens will 
boast digital signage touch- 
screen technology - engineered 
by X20 Media, of Montreal, 
Canada - similar to that used on 
cable television news networks 
during the recent presidential pri- 
maries. 

“Digital signage is an excit- 
ing technology,” Bryant said. 
“During the primaries, many of 
us have seen Fox News and CNN 
analysts writing on digital 
screens with their fingers to ex- 
plain election returns. Our digi- 
tal signage software will help 
physicians to explain medical 
conditions to patients in a way 
that is simple and easy to under- 
stand.” 

Other entities partnering with 
BAT Medical Network include 
the Rockwell Group, of New 
York; CareFlash, of Houston, 
Tx.; Charter Digital Media, of 
Manhattan, N.Y.; and Met/ 
Hodder, of Minneapolis, Minn., 
and Burbank, Calif. 

BAT Medical Network has al- 
ready entered into verbal agree- 
ments to install the computer 
screens and digital signage soft- 
ware with hospitals in Maryland, 
as well as all nine ARH hospi- 
tals in Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia. 

Morgan County ARH Com- 
munity CEO Steve Gavalchik 
said BAT technology will be in- 
tegral in improving ARH patient 
satisfaction. 

“ARH is very excited about 
the possibilities this technology 
will create,” Gavalchik said. “I 
think it will help us make con- 
siderable progress with clinical 
quality and customer service. We 
will be able to give and receive 
real-time patient feedback, which 
will help enhance their hospital 



experience.” 

Gavalchik noted that the tech- 
nology will be installed in sev- 
eral stages. 

“Patient education will be the 
first stage,” Gavalchik said. “We 
will make educational materials 
available to our patients, which 
will be extremely helpful to our 
nursing staff. Medical records 
will be added in stage two of this 
cutting edge, ahead of the curve 
project.” 

According to BAT Medical 
Network’s website, the company 
seeks to have 161,000 screens 
operating in healthcare facilities 
of 410 counties in the 13 Appa- 
lachian Regional Commission 
states by 2010. 

Judge Conley said that BAT 
officials also expect the company 
to be a catalyst for exponential 
economic growth. 

“In 60 to 90 days, BAT will 
fill about 20 positions,” Judge 
Conley said. “The jobs include 
everything from labor to com- 
puter network management and 
marketing. In 180 days, we ex- 
pect to fill more than 40 posi- 
tions. The number of jobs will 
grow rapidly as the company ex- 
pands.” 

Bryant said BAT Medical Net- 
work also has the potential to 
spawn various “supplier” compa- 
nies in surrounding counties. 

“This is an undertaking that 
can help the whole region,” 
Bryant said. “We expect other 
companies to sprout up to sup- 
ply BAT with various materials 
and services - similar to compa- 
nies that were established to 
manufacture supplies for Toyota 
after it came to Georgetown.” 

Bryant predicts substantial 
profit for BAT Medical Network 
despite high operating costs.

“BAT should prove to be a 
very profitable venture,” Bryant 
said. “We will be spending a lot 
of money, but we expect to be in 
the black. A revolutionary busi- 
ness of this nature could grow 
into a $100-$200 million firm 
very quickly. It is our goal to 
eventually be in all 50 states; we 
know the demand is there.” 

Judge Conley said he hopes 
BAT Medical Network will be- 
come a cornerstone business na- 
tionally as well as locally. 

“BAT has a long way to go, 
but everyone involved is ready to 
get started,” Judge Conley said. 
“We want the whole nation to 
someday look to Eastern Ken- 
tucky for cutting edge technol- 
ogy, but also want to give back 
to the local community. This op- 
portunity isn’t a pipe dream - it 
will become Morgan County’s 
new reality.”

Obesity, diabetes 
in rural U.S. linked 
to fast food outlets 

Small towns all over rural 
America have been gaining fast- 
food restaurants and losing super- 
markets for many years. 

That is probably contributing 
to obesity and diabetes in rural 
areas, suggests a study by the 
UCLA Center for Health Policy 
Research and the California Cen- 
ter for Public Health Advocacy. 

The study examined the cor- 
relation between the health of 
nearly 40,000 Californians and 
the mix of retail food outlets near 
their homes. 

For rural areas, “near” was 
within five miles. The study 
“shows clearly that you are at a 
higher risk for obesity and dia- 
betes if fast food and convenience 
stores dramatically outnumber 
grocery stores and produce mar- 
kets in your neighborhood,” says 
a press release from PolicyLink, 
a social-justice organization.

Warmer weather 
means forest fire 
danger continues 

FRANKFORT, Ky. —The 
spring forest fire hazard season 
has officially ended, but fires 
continue to keep the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry busy. Since 
Jan. 1, 653 fires have burned 
18,717 acres in the state, with 
nearly one-third of the fires oc- 
curring within the last two weeks. 

“While these numbers are 
low compared to previous years, 
the forecast for warmer, dryer 
weather for the next couple of 
weeks has the division concerned 
about the potential for continued 
forest fires,” said Leah 
MacSwords, division director. 
“Typically, when the weather 
warms up and the humidity 
drops, the number of forest fires 
increases due to an increase in 
outdoor activities while the fire 
danger is high.” 

Most forest fires (63 percent) 
in Kentucky are intentionally 
set. Citizens who witness sus- 
pected arson activity are asked to 
call the nearest Kentucky State 
Police post or the Target Arson 
Hotline at 1-800-27- 
ARSON. They can also call the 
nearest district office of the Ken- 
tucky Division of Forestry. 

Outdoor burning can also lead 
to forest fires. The division cau- 
tions citizens about conducting 
outdoor burning during warm, 
dry and windy conditions. Safety 
precautions should be taken and 
weather conditions considered 
before conducting any outdoor 
burning. Check with your local 
fire department, the Kentucky 
Division for Air Quality and the 
Kentucky Division of Waste 
Management to ensure compli- 
ance with outdoor-burning laws.

Arthur Johnson worked for the 
Red Cross for a dollar a day dur- 
ing the Great Depression. The 
year 1936 saw things beginning 
to turn around in Morgan County. 
He started high school that year 
at age 23 and had a job with the 
NYA. A major topic in school dur- 
ing the late 1930s was a then- little 
known man named Adolph Hitler. 
The people of Cow Branch and 
War Creek learned of the outbreak 
of World War II by radio on Sep- 
tember 1, 1939. Mr. Johnson was 
married on the 15th and his 
brother, John, helped build his 
first house. The rest of 1939 and 
1940 brought news of the war 
spreading across Europe and Asia. 
The family was blessed with a 
baby boy (Jimmy) in November 
1940. One year later, America 
entered the war after the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor December 
7, 1941. 

Mr. Johnson was called to 
work at Patterson Field in Ohio 
in early 1942 and worked there 
removing protective coatings 
from airplane parts until the end 
of 1943. He was called for exami- 
nation for military service and 
entered the U.S. Army February 
18, 1944. After basic training at 
Camp Blanding, Florida, he came 
home on leave. He said he had a 
dream during basic training that 
he was home and the family was 
reading the Bible and singing. 
While home on leave, he was bap- 
tized along with two brothers and 
a sister. When the time came for 
departing, his dad walked with 
him about three miles to catch the 
bus. When he shook hands with 
his dad and said, “Dad, I have to 
leave you now,” his dad an- 
swered, “You’ll come back.” 

He went to Newport News, 
Va., via several Army camps and 
boarded a troop ship for an un- 
known destination. He recalled 
watching the shore as long as he 
could see, not knowing if he 
would ever see his homeland 
again. He recalled that during the 
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voyage, he had a dream that he 
would be wounded in the leg be- 
low the knee. After 15 days at sea, 
the troop ship landed at Naples, 
Italy, and his unit moved into a 
camp along the Voltumo River for 
a month. Near their camp were 
the graves of American soldiers 
killed in battle before they ar- 
rived. He said he sat by one of 
the graves wrote a poem titled “A 
Tribute to Our Dead.” His unit 
boarded a train and moved north 
toward Rome. They could see 
Vatican City and the Coliseum, 
but were not allowed off the train. 
North of Florence, Italy, they de- 
trained and moved to the front 
lines and soon came under heavy 
German artillery fire.

Race Rears Again In 
Campaign 

Just as Barack Obama struggles to close the deal, his contro- 
versial former pastor is speaking out. Yet the candidate says he 
did not try to dissuade the Rev. Jeremiah Wright from resurfac- 
ing, even though his comments are sure to remind voters of his 
incendiary oratory — and of the men’s long association. 

There’s something grown up about this apparent restraint on 
Mr. Obama’s part — a recognition that the issue of race can’t 
be bottled up during his campaign. It’s there, beneath the sur- 
face and above it, to be dealt with as it comes. 

Sometimes, it generates only a quiet ripple, such as last week 
when Bill Clinton made the perplexing comment that it was the 
Obama campaign that dealt the race card in January’s South 
Carolina primary — even though it was Mr. Clinton who linked 
Obama to Jesse Jackson. 

Sometimes, race roars up, such as in a state GOP ad in North 
Carolina in advance of (this week’s) Democratic primaries. The 
ad features a clip from Mr. Wright’s damning-of- America ser- 
mon, then criticizes two gubernatorial candidates for support- 
ing Obama, who the ad describes as “too extreme.” Ostensibly, 
the subject is patriotism, but juicy race bait dangles on the line. 

Race also swam around the Pennsylvania primary. Twelve 
percent of white voters told exit pollsters that race mattered in 
their vote. A quarter of those backed Obama, but the rest darted 
away from him to Hillary Clinton. 

Now Democrats worry how disaffected African-Americans 
might vote (or not vote) , if Mrs. Clinton convinces 
superdelegates that she is the stronger candidate — despite 
Obama’s overall lead in the popular vote and among pledged 
delegates. 

It’s hard to gauge how big this slippery race fish is. What 
voters tell pollsters is one thing, what motivates them may be 
another. In an Elob University poll of North Carolinians in April, 
91 percent described themselves as free from the race factor in 
political choices. It’s the other guy, someone they know, who 
won’t vote for a black (54 said that). Race also gets entwined 
with class, making it hard to trace. 

On Fox News Sunday, Obama said he understands Wright 
wants to defend himself. Indeed, in recent speeches and an in- 
terview with PBS host Bill Moyers, Wright has been able to 
explain meaningful religious points behind his fiery comments 
and to educate Americans about black religious experience. 

Yet Obama has correctly condemned Wright’s over-the-top 
remarks and on Fox News said the minister errs in “only cata- 
loging the bad of America.” Obama distinguished himself from 
Wright as someone with a different experience and a “more 
hopeful vision of where America has been and where it can go 
in the future.” 

By drawing distinctions with Wright, yet not trying to closet 
him, Obama is helping the country move forward on this vex- 
ing issue. The race discussion is being openly wrestled with, 
and perhaps that’s changing attitudes. A Newsweek poll reported 
that 74 percent of registered voters think America is ready to 
elect an African-American as president. Fast July, 59 percent 
thought so. 

Those numbers may not reflect exactly what Americans think. 
But they are moving in a healthy direction even if Obama loses.

17-Year Cicadas due soon 



This year is the time for the 
return of the 17-year periodical 
cicadas. The arrival of these sing- 
ing insects should start to emerge 
from the ground at any time. 
These insects have black bodies, 
red eyes, and red-orange wing 
veins in two pairs of clear wings 
that are held roof-like over the 
abdomen. The clear sign that the 
cicadas have returned will be the 
deafening male courtship songs 
to attract females. 

These insects do not sting and 
are harmless to humans, pets, and 
livestock. However, they are 
damaging to young trees. Young 
trees can be covered with a fine 
netting or cheesecloth to protect 
their young limbs. The netting 
will have to be secure around the 
trunk of the tree to prevent the 
cicadas from climbing up the 
netting. If you are going to pro- 
tect your young trees then you 
should cover them when the first 
male song is heard. Remove the 
netting roughly at the end of June 
or when the cicada activity stops. 

Spraying for the insect can be 
done. However, you must actu- 
ally contact the insect with the 
chemical. For best results you 
should try to catch them after 
they emerge from the ground. 



You must also spray repeatedly 
because of new arrivals. Multiple 
sprayings of this class of pesti- 
cide can result in mite and aphid 
infestations later in the season. 
These products that can be used 
are Bayer Advanced Garden 
Multi-insect Killer Concentrate, 
Spectracide™ Soil & Turf Insect 
Killer Concentrate, and Ortho 
Bug-B-Gone Garden & Land- 
scape Insect Killer Concentrate. 

Other management methods 
that may help with the stress of 
the tree will be to prune damaged 
areas. The female cicada will lay 
her eggs into the branches of the 
tree. This will leave egg slits on 
branches that range from 1/4 to 
1/2 inch diameter branches. If 
practical, prune these twigs out 
within three weeks after egg lay- 
ing. This may help the tree by not 
allowing the eggs to hatch and 
prevent the nymph stage from 
feeding on the roots of the tree. 
If you have any questions, call 
the local Extension Service Of- 
fice.

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Chandler ’s blessing, and thejuture 

Obama endorsement was a dramatic step

Our annual tour of Kentucky’s 
political paddock is often provin- 
cial, but not this year. For once, 
our state and some of its neigh- 
bors are part of a national pri- 
mary race, one of the greatest in 
decades. 

Indiana’s Democratic presi- 
dential vote on Tuesday will have 
more to say about the nomination 
than Kentucky’s primary on May 
20, but something happened in 
the Kentucky contest last week 
that reflected some hard truths 
about our state’s political past 
and present, and perhaps a hope- 
ful sign for its future. 

Despite Kentucky polls show- 
ing Barack Obama running far 
behind Hillary Clinton and Re- 
publican John McCain, our 
state’s most popular Democratic 
officeholder, U.S. Rep. Ben 
Chandler of Versailles, endorsed 
Obama last week — in Louis- 
ville, so local TV would get the 
news to Indiana voters too. 

Chandler’s office said some of 
the resulting complaints it got 
from his Bluegrass constituents 
were “racially insensitive,” 
meaning racist. That’s no sur- 
prise. Kentucky’s population is 
only 7.4 percent black, the low- 
est of any former slave state. That 
made the civil-rights era less con- 



tentious here, but it also has made 
completion of that era’s promise 
more difficult in many of our lo- 
calities, because they have few 
people of color and are burdened 
by ignorance — and the fear and 
prejudice it breeds. 

Some Kentuckians still fly the 
Confederate flag. We weren’t 
part of the Confederacy, but 
joined the losing side after the 
Civil War, largely because of how 
we treated during the war. That 
was the first in a long list of bad 
decisions that turned us into a 
relatively poor and 

undereducated state. 

In the 20th Century, 
Kentucky’s most potent political 
name was Chandler — A. B. 
“Happy” Chandler, the 

congressman’s grandfather. He 
was governor, senator, baseball 
commissioner and governor 
again. He facilitated the deseg- 
regation of the major leagues and 
sent National Guard troops to 
enforce school integration, but 
was an ally of some segregation- 
ists and late in life used the N- 
word as a University of Kentucky 
trustee. 

That incident still makes the 
Chandler name ring off-key for 
some African Americans, some- 
thing that doubtless sticks in the 
craw of Happy’s grandson. Now

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they will remember the endorse- 
ment of Obama. But that likely 
was just one of many reasons for 
the surprise endorsement. 

Perhaps most important for 
Obama was the timing. Belea- 
guered by the antics of his former 
pastor (did he play wacky to prod 
Obama into disowning him?), the 
Illinois senator was in need of a 
friend. Chandler believes the 
maxim that a friend in need is a 
friend indeed, and said one of his 
considerations was the impact he 
could have. Since Obama is al- 
most certain to lose Kentucky, 
Chandler was referring partly to 
the impact beyond our borders at 
a time when Obama was in dan- 
ger of a tailspin. 

Some Kentucky timing may 
also have been a factor. The day 
before, the state Democratic 
Party announced that Clinton 
would headline a party fundraiser 
May 9 and that Obama was 
merely “invited.” Clinton state 
chairman Jerry Lundergan is no 
longer party chairman, but is 
close to the Clintons, and the 
party probably needs his help as 
it suffers from Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s disappointing early 
performance. 

With the party hierarchy fa- 
voring Clinton, Chandler had an 
opportunity to show two quali- 
ties he values but has not recently 
manifested — independence and 
courage. 

Chandler passed up a second 
race for governor and likely elec- 
tion last year. He can be cautious 
to a fault, and dislikes having that 
reputation, which is the polar 
opposite of his grandfather’s. 
Yes, he had said he would wait 
until after the primary to make 
his choice known, and it has riled 
some constituents, but he is in a 



strong position in his 6th District 
and most of them will get over it 
— especially if Obama is elected. 
And even if he is not, Chandler 
is looking beyond the next presi- 
dential term. 

At 48, Chandler has chosen a 
younger generation over the 
older one with which he has been 
strongly associated. He said a key 
reason was Obama’s “electric” 
appeal to young people, which 
Chandler and his party need. He 
said of Obama, 46, “I am excited 
by his message of change for the 

future Now is not the time to 

be timid. It’s instead a time to be 
bold and support a candidate who 
can transform our future.” 

Political calculations were 
surely part of Chandler’s deci- 
sion, but perhaps he also saw an 
opportunity to put some of 
Kentucky’s past behind it. When 
a Chandler supports a black can- 
didate for president, that says 
something to some people. They 
should also recall that Happy 
went against the grain in 1960 
and supported John F. Kennedy, 
who became the first Catholic 
president. Kennedy’s religion 
probably kept him from carrying 
Kentucky that year, and Obama’s 
ethnicity probably will do like- 
wise this year. But Ben 
Chandler’s risk of political capi- 
tal pushes us into the future, from 
which we have too often shied 
away.

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Biofuels have fused the food and fuel markets, 
spark debate over rising prices, climate change 

Lawmakers reconsidering 
support for com ethanol 



The boom in biofuels, largely 
ethanol made from corn, “has 
linked food and fuel prices just 
as oil is rising to new records, 
pulling up the price of anything 
that can be poured into a gaso- 
line tank,” writes Steven Mufson 
of The Washington Post in its lat- 
est installment of the paper’s se- 
ries on the global food crisis. 
“The price of grain is now di- 
rectly tied to the price of oil,” 
Lester Brown, president of Earth 
Policy Institute, a Washington 
research group, told the Post. 
“We used to have a grain 
economy and a fuel economy. 
But now they’re beginning to 
fuse.” 

Even as policymakers begin to 
voice reservations about recent 
measure to spur more biofuel 
production, Mufson reports, 
“Two leading oil pipeline com- 
panies are exploring the feasibil- 
ity of building a $3 billion etha- 
nol pipeline, the first of its kind, 
to link Iowa and other parts of 
the Midwest with motor-fuel 
markets in the East. It would 
carry 3.65 billion gallons a year 
and give another industry a 
vested interest in maintaining 
high ethanol output.” 

American farmers’ rush to 
corn last year “edged out some 
soybeans, which as a result are 
being grown in greater numbers 
on previously unplowed areas in 
other countries,” Mufson writes. 
“And that releases carbon diox- 
ide that had previously been 
stored in the soil as organic mat- 
ter,” adding to the atmosphere the 
main greenhouse gas responsible 
for climate change. 



WASHINGTON, D.C. - U.S. 
Senate Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell has joined his Re- 
publican colleagues in introduc- 
ing the American Energy Pro- 
duction Act of 2008, which 
would increase domestic energy 
production and help lower gas 
prices. 

Included in the legislation is 
a measure authored by Senator 
Jim Bunning which would estab- 
lish a program to help support 
and promote clean, coal-to-liq- 
uid fuels. “I appreciate Senator 
Bunning ’s leadership on the is- 
sue of promoting greater use of 



In a report on the growing 
backlash against ethanol, fueled 
by rising food prices and wor- 
ries about shortages, Amanda 
Paulson reports in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor that 
“America’s love affair with 
corn-based ethanol is cooling - 
at least in Washington.” 

She reports that some law- 
makers are considering freezing 
the mandate on biofuels pro- 
duction at its current levels or 
shifting tax incentives to cellu- 
losic production of ethanol 
from corn-based production. 

(The Associated Press re- 
ports that a consortioum is cur- 
rently testing a cob-catching at- 
tachment to gather materials for 
cellulosic production.) 

Such considerations “repre- 
sent a dramatic backlash against 
corn ethanol,” Paulson writes, 
noting how the last few months 
have quickly changed corn 
ethanol’s reputation. She adds: 



The Washington Post series 
prompted an immediate and at 
strongly-worded response from 
agricultural and ethanol industry 
leaders aimed at dispelling idea 
that corn-based ethanol is respon- 
sible for the bulk of food price 
inflation. 

Reports Peter Shinn, a re- 
porter for Brownfield Network, 



technology to convert coal into 
liquid fuel,” Senator McConnell 
said. “The more fuel derived 
from coal we can use, the less oil 
we will need, thus reducing 
prices at the pump.” 

Coal is a vital part of 
America’s energy production, 
and an important part of 
Kentucky’s economy and his- 
tory. The coal industry creates 
over 60,000 jobs in Kentucky, 
including approximately 15,000 
coal miners. Over half of the 
country’s electricity is generated 
by coal, and coal constitutes over 
90 percent of America’s fossil- 



“Many experts worry that 
Washington’s new skepticism 
will undo important progress 
the U.S. has made in replacing 
foreign oil with domestic en- 
ergy alternatives. But others say 
that done right, a shift toward 
cellulose - nonfood plant ma- 
terial like grasses and crop resi- 
dues - could reduce U.S. reli- 
ance on imported oil just as well 
as corn does. And it would ac- 
complish it with fewer food and 
environmental trade-offs.” 

Underscoring that point, 
Paulson mentions the reduction 
in the ethanol tax credit that 
likely will be part of the Farm 
Bill. The proposal would drop 
the current 51 -cent a gallon 
ethanol tax credit down to a 45- 
or 47-cent a gallon credit, while 
at the same time creating a 
$1.01 a gallon tax credit for 
cellulosic ethanol. There are yet 
no commercial- scale cellulosic 
ethanol producers.

“National Corn Growers Asso- 
ciation CEO Rick Tolman told re- 
porters corn-based ethanol had 
been the victim of aggressive and 
well-funded smear tactics by its 
opponents.” 

“Bottom line - there’s been a 
very clever marketing 
disinformation campaign di- 
rected at biofuels by those with 



fuel resources. 

“The coal we can mine in this 
country alone would be enough 
to supply our nation for more 
than 250 years,” Senator 
McConnell said. “What Saudi 
Arabia is to oil, America is to 
coal.” 

The bill would also expand 
domestic energy production on 
the Outer Continental Shelf 
(OCS), in Alaska and through the 
development of oil shale in Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, and Utah. It 
would accelerate the develop- 
ment of advanced batteries to 
power plug-in hybrid vehicles, 
and encourage the construction 
of new refineries to bolster do- 
mestic supplies. And it would 
suspend filling the Strategic Pe- 
troleum Reserve for six months. 



deep pockets,” Tolman said. “If 
you really want to know who the 
real axe murderer is that’s slash- 
ing our grocery food budget, 
look at $4.00 a gallon gasoline; 
look at $120 a barrel oil.” 

National Farmers Union 
President Tom Buis agreed with 
Tolman. Buis, in a preview of his 
testimony before the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee, emphasized 
that corn-based ethanol had noth- 
ing to do with short supplies of 
rice and wheat. And he pointed 
out the average food product 
travels a thousand miles before 
it reaches the restaurant or gro- 



cery store. 

“You do the math with $4.50 
a gallon diesel fuel, trucking 
these products around the coun- 
try, and you’ll find out just where 
the culprit is,” Buis said. 

“One tool, indeed, perhaps the 
only tool that is helping to reduce 
those [fuel] costs and thus help- 
ing to keep food prices in check 
is ethanol,” declared Bob Dineen, 
president of Renewable Fuels. 

All three men emphasized 
there are a number of factors im- 
pacting food prices, including 
increased global demand, crop 
failures in Europe and Australia 
and the influence of a vast influx 
of speculative capital into the 
agricultural commodity markets. 
And while they did acknowledge 
increased corn prices played a 
small role as well, they insisted 



oil price inflation is having the 
most impact on food prices. 

On the other side of the argu- 
ment, however, is the American 
Meat Institute, which joined 19 
environmental and anti-groups in 
sending a letter to the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee urging Con- 
gress to roll back all government 
support for ethanol. The letter 
claimed such a step as the only 
factor within the government’s 
control that could help ease food 
prices. 

“We urge you and your col- 
leagues to continue examining 
food-to-fuel mandates in the con- 
text of national and global priori- 
ties,” the letter said. “We must 
quickly transition toward sup- 
porting solutions that don’t pit 
our energy needs against our food 
needs.

Household Hints 

To conserve electricity, turn 
off the electric iron about 5 min- 
utes before finishing ironing. The 
iron will retain enough heat to 
finish the job. The same applies 
when cooking food on an elec- 
tric stove. Turn off the stove eye 
2-4 minutes prior to finishing 
cooking. 

To remove iron scorched 
stains, place a vinegar soaked 
cloth over the stain and iron with 
a low temperature iron. 

Be sure to clean the lint filter 
on the dryer after each use. A 
clean filter improves the drying 
efficiency of the machine and 
eliminates a fire hazard. 

Dry heavy and light weight 
clothes separately. Drying time is 
shorter for light weight items and 
the longer drying time for the 
heavy items can damage the 
lighter ones. 

Recent under the arms perspi- 
ration stains can be removed with 
ammonia diluted with water and 
older stains can be removed with 
white vinegar.

SAVE $3,600!

People all over the country are 
helping their moms save as much 
as $3,600 per year on the cost of 
prescription drugs. You can, too! 

We all know the high cost of 
medicine can be a burden on 
mothers who have limited in- 
come and resources. But there is 
extra help — available through 
Social Security — that could pay 
part of her monthly premiums, 
annual deductibles and prescrip- 
tion co- payments. The extra help 
could be worth up to $3,600 per 
year. 

To figure out whether your 
mother is eligible, Social Secu- 
rity needs to know her income 
and the value of her savings, in- 
vestments and real estate (other 
than the home she lives in). To 
qualify for the extra help, she 
must be receiving Medicare and 
also have: 

• Income limited to $15,600 
for an individual or $21,000 for 
a married couple living together. 
Even if her annual income is 



higher, she still may be able to 
get some help with monthly pre- 
miums, annual deductibles and 
prescription co-payments. Some 
examples where income may be 
higher include if she or her 
spouse: 

— Support other family mem- 
bers who live with them;
